HONGKONG GIFT APPRECIATED. 


London, Maro 19.

Tho rocent very succossful tour 
of tho Spocial Sorvico Squadron 
had constituted tho most fitting 
comploment to Wombley, tho 
formor giving tho Dominions, 4 
glimpse of tho poacoful force of 
tho navy on which tho soourity 
of trade deponded, and tho lattor 
providing homestors with an op- 
portunity of learning about tho 
dovolopment and rosources of tho 
Empire. Tho tour had onabled the 
Dominions to roaliso the heavy 
burdon the mothor country wat 
boaring in this connection. 


SINGAPORE FLOATING 
DOCK.

Ho said that 
the fact that thos» Dominions 
diverted tho moncy fur othor 
purposes when the London (Gov- 
ornmont droppod tho Singapore 
proposal did not moan that they 
had altered their mind» reapocting 
tho value of tho vaso. Ho,qno ed 
Mr. Bruco’s spscch on March 
Gth, urging tho neconsity for 
prococding with tho construction 
of tho base. 

Tho fear that tho base war o 
monaco to Japan was groundless. 

Ho did not beliove any country 
in tho world would havo gone &O 
cong without ostablishiog a base at 
Singaporo if it had beon in ite 
possossion. A glance ot tho map 
wos sufficient to emphasiso the 
importanco of this base, noarer 
tho Far East than Malta, for 
ropairing vossols ongaged in tho 
protection of the trado routos. 
Tho baso would bo purely 
defensive, and was in tho nature 
of insurance against danger at 
prosent not ablo to bo foresoen. 

Mr. Bridgomon added that tho 
oxaot size of the floating dock for 
Singapore bad not yot boon settl- 
ad, but it had to boa large onough 
dock for tho lirgest battloships, 
thorofore it was nocessary to 
oxtond tho size, which would cost 
throo hundred thousand storling. 
Most of tho work of onlargement 
would be dono in Britain bofore 
tho dock loft for Singapore. It 
would take throo yoare to 
complote. ; 

The ‘amount required to bo 
spont on tho floating dock, on 
gotting it in place, and making 
tho neoessary roads, ot cotora, 
was estimated at £757,000,

THE RENTS PROPOSAL. 


Tho * proposal of the Rents 
Committoc that, during the com- 
ing twelvo months, landlords be 
pormitted tot increase by fifteen 
per cent. the rentals of promises 
now controlled by. law, -is ono 
which wo aro inclined ta-think 
will bo genorally sccoptod as 
boing both fuir and reasonablo. 
It is to ho presumed that tho 
suggestion will bo approved by 
tho Logislative Council in genoral 
moeting, seaing that it omanatos 


o {from the members of that body. 


Thoro will, no doubt, bo tenants 
who will gird against the pro- 
posal, but thoso had bottor tako 
comfort in tho fact that tho 
Tostrictive Ordinanco has opor- 
ated for do. long a poriod. hoy 
can also feel somo moasuro of 
satisfaction that control is not to 
bo wholly abolished at one stroke 
of the pen. On tho other hand, 
landlords who consider that thoy 
havo unjustly treated by the con- 
tinuanco of tho Ordinanco will 
doubtloss appreciate the voncas- 
sion which is to bo mado in thoir 
favour. 


Wo tako it that the Commit- 
too’s proposals are basod on ao 
desiro to bring about do-control 
by a gradual process, At any 
rato, ils recommondations muko 
provision for partial relaxation 
for a poriod of ono year, at tho 
ond of which timo it will bo 
possible to review tho situation 
in the light of tho factors thon 
oxisting. With the tremondoun 
amount of building that has 
taken place during the past 
yoor, it was cloar that tho 
Ordinance would not bo ox- 
tonded in its prosont form fora 
futthor yqar. In this connection, 
it muat not bo forgotton that 
His Excollency tho Govornor, 
whilst always showing the 
koonost anxioty to safoguard tho 


.|intorests of tonants, has ro- 


postedly warned the public of 
the foll Xpocting automatic 
ronowal of tho control schema. 
So far back os 1922, His 
Excolloncy oponly doolared that 
thié was o form of logislation 
which ho rogardod’ with mistrust 
and dislike, adding that “tho 
Government was forced to tako 
action to restrain landlords, but 
it [tho Ordinance] is an offonco 
againat good economic dootrino, 
end I shall bo oxtromoly glad 


‘VIation.” 


whon tho time comos whon wo 
can disponso with suoh Jogis- 
Sinco then, the Ordin- 
ance has twice boon ronowed, 50 
that tonants havo raally had 
much for which to bo thankful.” 


Wo rosliso, of course, that 
many tonants, especially of tho 
poorer olosses, will bo rather 
hardly hit by an inoroaso of 
fifteon por cont. in thoir rontals, 
but living costs do and will riso 
in o growing, modorn city, The 
Process is inovitable, however 
rmuch it may be regrotted. It 
must not bo forgotton, though, 
that wages aro likowise tending 
to advance, and in courso of 
timo an economic’ equilibrium 
will no doubt bo ostablished. Tn 
closing, lot us pay a tribute to 
tho mambors of tho Committeo 
for having so promptly como to 
a docision on a question of tho 
utmost importance 
ploxity. Tho whole community 
owon thom a debt of gratitude 
for tho work which thoy havo so 
willingly, undertaken and 
pationtly discharzed.

Ex-Enemy Alicns, 

Opinion is bound to bo divided 
as to the propriety or otherwise 
of admitting Gormans to all the 
bonofits thoy had e/s-c-¢7s British 
subjocts boforo tho war, as in- 
dicated in tho Ex-Enemy Alions 
Disabilitios Removal Bill now 
before Parliament, and likely to 
bo passed without sorious opposi- 
tion. Howovor, the majority 
of people will, we think, agree 
thet thore should be a cossation 
of many of the harci discrimin- 
atory regulations passed at a time 
whonu the heat of contlict was at 


its hoight, and shortly aftor, bofore| 


ithad appreciably cooled. Inthe 
caso of clubs, tor instance, to 
which aliens are admituéd, tio 
quostion of pormitting ox-cuemics 
to join is bound to come up sooner 
orlator. Thoro is ono point in the 
how way of treating Germans, 
however, where objectors will 
havo 4 groat doal of justification, 
and that is tho oimploytmont of our 
former onemics on British ehips, 
Comdr, Konworthy inado a vury 
good point when ho stated in the 
House of Commons, as ‘Foported 
yostorday, that this is likely to 
increaso unomploymont among 
British soamén, and 
woaken tho available rosorvos of 
trained mon for the Navy. But 
it is difficult to sev how that 
could bo avoided in any case, for 
it is a problem which arises 
whenovor alions, of whatever 
nationality, are admitted to sorve 
on British vessols, In giving 
offect to tho provisions of tho 
Anglo-Gorman agreement, 1b be- 
comes Necessary ‘to sanction the 
widest form of concossion; and 
it remains for individual om- 
Ployors to discriminate, if they 
want to, in the matter of giving 
preforoncy to applicants for 
work, 


End of'a Famous Show. 


It is difficult to imagine the 
gap in London's “sights " which 
the burning down of Madamo 
Tussaud’s waxworks will moan. 
So much a part of the nation's 
show places had this colloction 
of models and roprosentations 
and relics become, that Lon- 
don without Madamo ‘lussaud's 
will hardly, especially to 
tho sightyeor who © has not 
visited tho place bofore, 
appear quite complete. Tho re- 
putation of this show, indood, had 
becomo international, and its 
offigios formed a valuablepractical 
history of the famous and notori- 
ous people who havo passod 
across the world's stage, and tho 
episodes connected with thoir 
sojournhero, Itis hardly possible 
to ostimate the valuo of the show, 
but no doubt the logs has boon 
covered by insurance. Howover, 
tho actual worth lay in moro tnan 
moro cost of material. It romains 
to bo soon whothor any attompt 
will bo mado to duplicate such 
parts of tho show us are not irro- 
placabio, though tho projoct would 
be a gigantic ono, covering many 
years’ offort, and the placo would 
novar bo quite tho samy again.
